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AAF TRAINING FOR COMBAT

N increasingly close approach to com- 

bat conditions and techniques has 
been the outstanding trend of the past 
year in flying and technical training in 
the Army Air Forces. 

Of course this approach has always 
been one of our major aims, as it must be 
in all military training. But we have been 
able to make signficant advances in this 
direction in recent months. 

Increasing availability of combat trpe 
equipment for training purposes, return 
of personnel with combat experience and 
establishment of Instructors’ Schools 
have been among the prnuicipal factors in 
our progress. 

Airplanes which were the last word 
in combat efficiency a few years ago are 
now flown by aviation cadets in advanced 
flying training. Bombardiers and navi- 
gators are performing their training mis- 
sions under conditions similar to those 
encountered in battle, except for absence 
of enemy fire. Gunners learn to defend 
bombers with fighter planes actually clos- 
ing in on them. 

In technical training, theory has given 
way to practice. Students do real work on 
equipment which they formerly learned 
about from books. Virtually all our tech- 
nical courses close now with operations 
in the field, employing the same methods 
and equipment which they will shortly 
employ in the presence of the enemy. 

For example, let’s start with pilot 
training. The primary or initial phase 
of flying training has not been altered 
signiticantly, since it is essentail that the 
cadet master certain fundamentals. In 
the basie or secondary stage, the cadet 
how finds an increasing emphasis upon 
instrument training, for combat expe 
rience has demonstrated that much of the 
flying in theaters of operations must be 
done under instrument conditions.

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Release of Army Officers 

Some dissatisfaction was expressed by 
members of the House Military Affairs 
Committee this week over reports that 
4,000 young Army officers are slated to 
return to civilian life. 

Two 24-year-old first lieutenants re- 
classified as “inefficient” appeared before 
the committee, with the story of the pro- 
posed release of the 4,000 officers. Mem- 
hers discussed the matter informally, but 
took no action.

“We understand, of course, from the 
statement Maj. Gen. Miller G. White (As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, G-1), made before 
the committee some time ago that there 
is a surplus of officers and some 25,000 
may be released,” Representative May 


said, “but we would like to know the de- | 
tails of how they are to be released, and | 


why, and what is to be done with them.” 

Mr. May recalled the dissatisfaction of 
members of the committee over the re- 
lease last year of officers over 60 years of 
ago and indicated his surprise that the 
Army is now releasing young men. 

Latest announced policy of the War 
Department was that unassigned officers 
over 38 years of age would be reported 
through channels for ultimate assign- 
ment or, failing such assignment, release 
from active duty if they feel that they 
would make more of a contribution to the 
war effort in prospective civilian employ- 
ment than in the armed forces. 


Aviation Cadet Standards Up 

Physical standard requirements for 
aviation cadets which were relaxed dur- 
ing the summer of last year have been 
tightened again as regard those for sight, 
hearing and blood pressure. Dental 
standards remain the same. 











Curtail Mileage, Per Diem 
Payments 
A curtailment of payment of mileage 
and per diem to officers traveling under 
orders which will reduce travel costs of 
the Army many thousands of dollars, has 
been ordered by the War Department. 


Effective with all travel orders issued 
after 1 March, no mileage will be paid to 
officers on temporary duty travel. In- 
stead, such personnel will be paid a per 
diem of not to exceed $7 and will be 
furnished transportation in kind. 


The usual 8 cents a mile will be pay- 
able to officers on a permanent change 
of station, unless the order directs travel 
hy air or the officer travels by govern- 
ment-owned airplane or the order directs 
travel with troops. In case of travel 
with troops, neither mileage or per diem 
is payable. In air travel per diem of $7 
is payable; mileage is not payable. 


For temporary duty travel mileage will 
be payable under no circumstances. In 
lieu of mileage per diem of $7 will be 
paid, unless the order directs travel with 
troops or specifies no per diem. 

At a service school, the following per 
diem is payable: $5, when the order does 
not contain the words “Government 





Quarters Available” or “G.O.”; $3, when 
the order contains the words “Govern- 
ment Quarters Available” or the abbre- | 
viation “G.O.” 

Commanders must prescribe that no | 
per diem should be paid while officers 
are on duty as attached members of troop 
units, or as umpires or observers in the 
field and in other cases where the com- 
mander determines that the temporary 
duty will not compel the traveling ofticer | 
to incur more than the normal expenses 
for subsistence which would have to be 
met at his permanent station.

Plans Study Now For 
Post-War Armed Forces 


Prompt action is expected to be taken 
by the House on a proposal to create a 
special 2l-man committee to study the 
post-war military policies and organiza- 
tions of the armed forces. 

Sponsor of the proposal, Representa- 
tive James Wadsworth, N. Y., who as 
chairman of the Senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee in 1020, played an im- 
portant part in the framing of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, which governs the 
Army, stated this week thut he had beet 
assured by Chairman Sabath, of the 
Rules Committee, that that committee 
would give prompt consideration—pos- 
sibly this coming week, to the proposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Wadsworth told the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL that his proposal also has 
the warm endorsement of Speaker Ruy- 
burn, Democratic Leader McCormack, 
Republican Leader Martin, Military 
Committee Chairman May and Naval 
Committee Chairman Vinson. Creation of 
the special committee is therefore virtu- 
ally assured. 

The resolution drafted by Mr. Wads- 
worth calls for appointment by the 
Speaker of seven members of the House 
Militury Committee, seven members of 
the House Naval Committee and seven 
Representatives who are not members 
of either of those committees. 

The committee would investigate “all 
matters relating to the post-war military 
requirements of the United States.” It 
would “gather information, plans and 
suggestions from informed sources with 
respect to such military requirements... 
study the plans and suggestions received 

. and report ... from time to time 
during the present Congress the result of 
findings made and conclusions reached.” 
The committee would have clerical assist- 
ance and subpoena powers. 

The Committee on Post-War Military 
policy, as the group will be called, will not 
go into details of framing legislation, Mr. 
Wadsworth made clear, but will study 
and recommend policies along broad lines, 
leaving to the standing legislative com- 
mittees the perfecting of the necessary 
legislation. 

Among the subjects proper for discus- 
sion by the proposed committee, the Con- 
gressman stated, are: 

Whether there should be a single de- 
partment of national defense, embracing 
Army, Navy and Air, or whether there 
should be a separate department for Air? 
The best type of organization for a single 
department of defense. The future of 
branches and bureaus, 

The methods by which personnel shall 
be procured for the armed forces, whether 
by a system of compulsory service or by 
voluntary service. (Mr. Wadsworth is co- 
author with Senator Gurney, S. Dak., of 
a bill providing for a peacetime draft.— 
Editor’s note.) How reserves shall be 
built up and maintained in a state of ef- 
ficiency. 

Methods of procuring officers for war 
service; whether the present Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Training Corps system shall be 
continued. 

Problems of supply and materiel;

Charges Anti-MacArthur Slur 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg of 
Michigan charged on the floor of the Sen- 
ate 9 March that the Army War Colleg 
library is circulating, with its apparent 
approbation, a magazine article which 
“smeared” General Douglas MacArthur 
in discussing him as presidential timber. 
The Senator made public a_ letter 
which he addressed to the Secretary of 
War on 23 Feb., and to which he says the 
Secretary had not yet replied. Senator 
Vandenberg said that he had agreed to 
withhold public comment pending a reply, 
but inasmuch as the Secretary had not 
replied he felt entitled to protest publicly. 
Inquiries at the War Department Bu- 
reau of Public Relations concerning Sen- 
ator Vandenberg’s charges were acknowl- 
edged only with the reply “no comment.” 
Senator Vandenberg’s case is epi- 
tomized in his letter to the Secretary as 


follows: 
Feb. 23, 1944. 

I have before me the Library Bulletin for 
February, 1944, (No. 248) issued by “The 
Army War College Library.” This lists “ten 
outstanding magazine articles’ which are 
available to the Army as a whole from the 
“Army War College Library.” 

I note that the first “outstanding maga- 
zine article’ thus recommended and made 
available to the Army is John McCarter's ar- 
ticle in American Mercury entitled “General 
MacArthur—Fact and Legend.” It is described 
in this official publication as a comprehensive 
and objective appraisal of the General as 
Presidential timber, with special reference to 
the character of his backers and an analysis 
of his military reputation before Pearl Har- 
bor and afterward.” lt were better described 
as a studious smear of a great American 
character. I confess that I am at a loss to un- 
derstand why it should be circulated by the 
War Department. I do not understand why 
the War Department should be propagandiz- 
ing any “appraisals of Presidential timber.” It 
occurs to me that this is none of the War 
Department’s business. I do not understand 
why the War Department should be interested 
in making available to the whole army an 
article about General MacArthur “with spe- 
cial reference to the character of his back- 
ers.”’ I eliminate from this discussion the fact 
that I am one of his sinister “backers,” 
dragged into this Mercury smear. I wish to 
deal with the subject only in its abstract im- 
plications. 

Largely inspired by the Mercury smear, I 
wrote an article for Collier's Weekly, which 
appeared in the issue of February 12, entitled 
“Why I am for MacArthur.” I think it 
would be grossly inappropriate for the War 
Department, in an official bulletin of Army 
War College Library, to make this article of 
mine available to all “officers within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the United States (quoting 
from your bulletin). I should be the first to 
protest against any such War Department 
circulation of my “comprehensive and objec- 
tive appraisal of the General as Presidential 
timber” (again repeating the quotation from 
your bulletin). 

I should vigorously protest against its cir- 
culation even as an offset to the Mercury 
smear. But the obvious impropriety in the use 
of War Department facilities to circulate the 
Army with my statement about General Mac- 
Arthur simply confirms the equal impropriety 
in the circulation of Mr. McCarter’s article 
among other articles “appraising any Presi- 
dential timber” as such. 

I would not thus emphasize this matter if it 
were not on the threshold of a constitutional 
election which—in my view—involves the high 
importance of making ballots as well as bul- 
lets available to all of our soldier sons. It 
seems equally obvious to me that the War 
Department must be scrupulously careful to 
avoid the official distribution of partisan or 
prejudicial material to the Army. This present 
exhibit happens to involve General MacAr- 








thur. I should make the same protest if it 
involved anybody e¢!se. I deal solely with the 
abstract proposition that the War Department 
appears to be in the business of giving the 
Army the benefit of its “comprehensive and 
objective appraisals of Presidential timber.” 





Adm. Nimitz in Washington 


Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, command- 
er in chief of the Pacific Fleet, in Wash- 
ington this week to confer with the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and other high Navy 
officials, told reporters that our subma- 
rine campaign against Japanese supply 
lines, especially their tankers, may ex- 
plain the failure of the task force attack- 
ing Truk to find heavy enemy units there. 

“We were disappointed,” he said, “not 
to find major units of the Japanese fleet 
there, but were not surprised.” 

In describing the enemy base, he said: 

“Truk is a very formidable base but 
it has its limits, one being airfields. It 
has been difficult for them to build the 
number of fields that are needed there. 
The same applies to the Marianas.” 

Questioned as to other strong harbors 
other than those of Truk and Saipan, he 
answered : 

“Pelew is a harbor on the same order 
as Truk, probably not as commodious.” 

Asked to comment on the unwilling- 
ness of the Japanese to fight at Truk and 
Saipan, Admiral Nimitz answered: 

“T wouldn’t characterize it that way. 
I think they put up the best fight they 
could with what they had.” 

He estimated that there are now about 
10,000 Japanese at the four positions in 
the Marshalls which they still hold. Of 
these, he said some are labor troops and 
the balance combat units. They are get- 
ting in no supplies from surface ships. 

Japanese submarines, he stated, will 
become more of a menace as their lines 
shorten. He also believes their air force 
to have reached its peak and that for a 
time they can maintain the plane supply. 

Questioned as to Japanese officers and 
men, he stated: 

“I think they are highly efficient. They 
are well trained and have not in any 
sense lost the will to fight.” 

Summing up the situation in the Pa- 
cific, he said: 

“Whatever successes we have had in 
the Pacific are due to the selection of 
task force, task unit and task group com- 
manders who have delivered the goods 
one hundred per cent. 

“It would be to our advantage to have 
an early engagement with the Japanese 
fleet. We are prepared to meet them. It 
is my belief that they will reserve their 

fleet as long as possible. Even though I 
may believe that, we are always prepared 
to meet the Japanese fleet.”

Clarify Service Political Rights 


Members of the armed forces on active 
duty will not be permitted to undertake 
any political activities such as the making 
of speeches, the writing of articles, man- 
agement or participation in campaigns, 
attendance at conventions and the like, 
it has been jointly decided by the Secre- 
taries of War and the Navy. 

The inter-service agreement, formally 
approved by the President and made pub- 
lic by him yesterday, does not restrict any 
person in the services from running for 
office. However, members of the Regular 
components may not solicit such offices. 

Text of the President’s statement fol- 
lows: 


“T have approved a joint Army-Navy agree- 
ment regarding the participation of members 
of the Armed Services in political campaigns. 

“The agreement was submitted to me by 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy who advised that the agreement had 
been approved by them. 

“The text of the joint Army-Navy agree- 
ment reads as follows: 

“‘in order to clarify the positions of the 
War and Navy Departments with reference 
to participation of service personnel] in po- 
litical activity the following joint agreement 
is hereby entered into effective this date (10 
March): 

“1. A member of the regular components 
of the land or naval forces while on active 
duty may accept a nomination for public of- 
fice, provided such nomination is tendered 
without direct or indirect activity or solicita- 
tion on his part. He may then file such evi- 
dence of his candidacy as is required by local 
law. Attention is invited, however, to the 
following statutory provision: “Accepting or 
holding civil office. No officer of the Army on 
the active list shall hold any civil office, 
whether by election or appointment, and 
every such officer who accepts or exercises the 
function of a civil office shall thereby cease to 
be an officer of the Army, and his commission 
shall be thereby vacated.” 

“«) Members of the land or naval forces 
other than the regular components thereof, 
while on active duty, may become candidates 
for election to public office, without the tender 
of nomination as provided in par. 1 above, 
and may file such evidence of their candidacy 
as is required by local law. 

“&. The permission expressed in pars. 1 
and2above is conditioned upon the following: 
a. That the candidacy will not interfere with 
the performance by the individual concerned 
of his duties in the land or naval forces. 
b. That the individual concerned, if elected, 
will not at any time, while in active duty 
status, act in his official capacity as the holder 
of the office, or perform any of the duties 
thereof. 

“4. A member of the land or naval forces 
on active duty may in a proper case be dis- 
charged for the convenience of the govern- 
ment under honorable conditions or released 
from active duty, as may be appropriate for 
the purpose of performing the duties of Pres- 
ident of the United States, or of a public office 
as specified in section 5b1 B 5(c)(1) of the 
Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, 
as amended, other than the legislative bodies 
of the United States. 

“ ‘Separation from the service or from ac- 
tive duty, as may be appropriate, is manda- 
tory for any member of the land or naval 
forces on active duty who becomes a member 
of either of the legislative bodies of the United 
States. In such cases, the following rule will 
apply: (a) If eligible for the retired or hon- 
orary retired list, the individual concerned 
shall be placed thereon and relieved from ac- 
tive duty. (b) If already on the retired or 
honorary retired list, he shall be relieved 
from active duty. (c) If a member of a re- 
serve component prior to 16 Sept. 1940 he shall 
be returned to inactive status. (d) All other 
persons shall be discharged, relieved from 
active duty, or permitted to resign, as ap- 
propriate. 

“5. No member of the land or naval forces, 





while on active duty, will use his official au- 
thority or influence for the purpose of inter- 
fering with an election or affecting the course 
or outcome thereof. Such persons, while on 
active duty, retain the right to vote, to ex- 
press their opinions privately and informally 
on all political subjects and candidates, and 
to become candidates for public office as per- 
mitted in this regulation. They will not be 
permitted to participate in any way in po- 
litical management or political campaigns. 
The foregoing prohibition includes, among 
other things, activity at political conventions 
or on political committees, participation in 
political campaigns, the making of political 
speeches, the publication of articles, or any 
other public activity looking to the influene- 
ing of an election or the solicitation of votes 
for himself or others.’ ”

The bill, H.R. 4134, recreating the 
grade of “Admiral of the Navy,” re- 


ported formally by the House Naval Com- 
mittee last week. has been placed on the 
Calendar of the Committee of the Whole 
House on the State of the Union, and it 
was indicated this week that Chairman 
Vinson of the Naval Committee may soon 
zo hefore the Rules Committee to seek 
a special order of business for the mea- 
sure. 

Sentiment of the Rules Committee to- 
ward the bill to provide “six-star” rank 
for Admirals Ernest J. King and William 
D. Leahy may be less favorable than was 
displayed by the Naval Committee. Oppo- 
sition to the measure is developing in the 
press and in both Houses of Congress.

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Amphibious Forces Week 


Representative Robert A. Grant of 
Indiana this week introduced a House 
Resolution (No. 463) providing that the 
week of March 14, 1944, be designated as 
Amphibious Forces Week. 

During that week, Mr. Grant proposes 
that suitable tribute be paid to “our gal- 
lant fighting men of the amphibious 
forces and the millions of men and wo- 
men in America’s factories, mines and 
shipyards who have demonstrated that 
they are an integral part of ‘combined 


operations’.” 

In introducing the measure Representa- 
tive Grant spoke as follows: 

“The nation commemorates with pride on 
March 14th the second anniversary of our 
Amphibious Forces. I have introduced House 
Resolution 463 to urge that suitable tribute 
be paid during that week. 

“In the span of but two years, our Am- 
phibious Forces have grown from ingenious 
plans in the minds of our Chiefs of Staff to 
a bold and powerful striking force that is 
now sweeping the enemy off the Pacific and 
is preparing for the day of final assault on 
Hitler’s fortress Europe. 

“That we have in so short a space of time 
created such a force is a tribute to our armed 
forces and the millions of men and women in 
factories, shipyards and mines, who virtually 
over night, translated blue-prints into thous- 
ands of landing craft of all types that are 
now turning our invasion plans into reality. 

“It was obvious shortly after Pearl Harbor 
that a new technique had to be evolved if we 
were to carry our fighting men and the thous- 
ands of items of equipment and supplies they 
needed to the enemies’ beaches. Amphibious 
warfare was the answer, and it also was the 
least known variety of fighting strategy and 
tactics. 

“Time was of the essence and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff lost none in putting the plans 
into effect. Men had to be trained. Equip- 
ment and supplies had to be marshalled, and 
a new type of fighting vessel—landing craft 
—had to be produced by the thousands. Al- 
though experiments in amphibious warfare 
had been conducted by our military forces 
for many years, we still had a long way to 
go to fulfill our new requirements. 

“The early landing craft were, by present 
standards, crude and inadequate for the job 
that lay ahead. Extensive experimenting and 
research were conducted even as our fighting 
men were going through rough training and 
orientation in basic amphibious assault tac- 
tics. 

“In February, 1942, a decision was reached 
by President Roosevelt and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff—there would be an Atlantic Fleet 
Amphibious Force. By March 12th the first 
staff members had been selected. On March 
13th dispatch orders went out to eight men 
who were to comprise the nucleus of this new 
organization, and the next day, March 14, 
1942, Rear Admiral Roland R. Brainard, USN, 
directed his flag be hoisted without ceremony 
on his transport, and thus the Atlantic Fleet 
Amphibious Force came into being. 

“America’s first major amphibious invas- 
ion was but seven short months away—the 
landings on Africa. Between the date of the 
creation of the Amphibious Forces and No- 
vember 8, 1942, “D” Day in North Africa, 
America witnessed what will go down in 
history as a miracle in organization and plan- 
ning and production. 

“While our fighting men were being molded 
into tough, well-equipped, well-trained, strik- 
ing forces, America’s shipbuilders and the 
thousands of sub-contracting plants that feed 
to them the necessary component and battle 
replacement parts, immediately set to work 
to fulfill a herculean production task. Impos- 
sible schedules were met on time and ahead 
of time. New types of ships were designed, re- 
designed and produced. On the East and 
West coasts and far inland, in every part of 
America, our production machine was geared 
to the building of these vital landing craft. 

“That was the prelude. Since then our Am- 
phibious Forces have been writing chapter 
after chapter of glorious history — North 
Africa, Salerno, Guadalcanal, the Marshalls, 
the Admiralties — ever driving forward to 
Tokyo and Berlin. 

“The battle for the beaches is now in full 
swing. We are engaged in combined oper- 
ations on a tremendous scale. We have come 
to know combined operations in the classical 
sense as meaning perfectly coordinated at- 
tack by land, by sea and by air. But, com- 
bined operations as we know it today em-

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braces two other important elements—labor 
and management.

New Post for General Holcomb 

The silence of the President and of the 
Navy Department in regard to the prob- 
able assignment of General Thomas Hol- 
comb, recently retired and then placed 
on active duty, has been broken this week 
by his having been nominated to be En- 
voy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the United States to the 
Union of South Africa. The assignment 
follows closely the awarding of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal by Congress to 
General Holcomb, 


Pay in Australia 
lt has been suggested in the Australian 
House of Representatives that the United 
States government be requested to limit 
the pay of Army personnel in Australia to

Former Prime Minister Arthur W. 
Fadden, who made the proposal, stated 
that he believed such a move would pre 
vent inflation. A resolution urging a simi- 
lar plan was also adopted by the Aus- 
tralian Chamber of Commerce Federa- 
tion. 


In London the House of Commons sup- | 


ported the British Government’s declara- 
tion that it would not consider raising the 
pay level of the armed services to one 
comparable to that of American forces. 

Brig. Gen. Lawrence H. Hedrick, Air 
Judge Advocate General, speaking at a 
Federal Bar Association meeting in 
Washington on 8 March said he felt Con- 
gress should establish some form of pay 
withholding to curb spending by the few 
Army men abroad who are not accumu- 
lating savings. This relatively small per- 
centage of the army men in the field has 
created problems by spending their pay 
on “women and liquor,” he said. 

War Department officials 
such withholding of pay could not be put 
into effect permanently without special 
legislation. While such an order might 
be issued by a theater commander it is 
doubtful whether it would stand for any 
length of time. Men serving overseas are 
constantly urged to put their excess pay 
into war bonds or to increase allotments. 


Members of the House Military Affairs 


Committee interviewed on the subject 
by the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL could 
not see that any such withholding of pay 
was necessary. 

Representative Kilday, Texas, stated 
that the disparity in pay of the armed 
forces has created a problem but that he 
does not believe the Australian sugges- 
tion is the solution of the matter. He 
said it would constitute a form of com- 
pulsory saving not imposed on other 
Americans. 

Representative Sparkman, Alabama, 
said that he sympathized with the Aus- 
tralians but believes any action such as 


has been suggested would harm the mor- | 


ale of American troops, and beyond that 
the United States cannot be the guardian 
of the spending of money by the armed 
forces. 

Representative Elston, Ohio, does not 
believe that our Government should tell 
our soldiers what to do with their money.

Army’s Needy Sent to Red Cross | 


The War Department this week issued 
an official statement advising dependents 
of Army personnel requiring financial as- 
sistance pending receipt of allotments 
and allowances or other Government 
benefits to apply to local Red Cross Chap- 
ters. 

This is in accordance with the recent 
orders of the Secretary of War directing 
the Army Emergency Relief to discon- 
tinue virtually all of its operational func- 
tions and giving the Red Cross primary 
responsibility for the program of volun- 
teer aid to personnel of the Army and 
their dependents. 

The Secretary of War’s order directs 
the shut-down by 15 Mar. of all Army 
Emergency Relief sections not located 
at camps and posts. After that date 
the functions of the AER will be 
confined principally to furnishing cer- 
tain funds to commanding oflicers of 
posts, camps and stations which the latter 
may expend for relief work provided they 
don’t interfere with the Red Cross. 

Following is the text of the statement 
issued by the War Department on 5 Mar.: 


“Dependents of Army personnel requiring 
financial assistance pending receipt of allot- 
ments and allowances or other Government 
benefits should apply to their local Red Cross 
Sapa, the War Department announced to- 

ay. 

“Under the new operating agreement be- 
tween Army Emergency Relief and the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, assistance will be provided by 
the American Red Cross from its own funds 
to meet basic maintenance needs during this 
emergency period. The same service is avail- 
able to discharged personnel with service- 
connected disabilities and their dependents 
when such benefit payments as may be due 
are delayed or interrupted. These cases will 
not be referred by the Red Cross to other 
agencies for handling. 

“To meet needs other than basic mainte- 
nance, Army Emergency Relief will provide 
funds to supplement Red Cross and other 
funds for specific cases involving emergency 
and special and non-recurring needs. 

“In accordance with the terms of the op- 
erating agreement, operational offices of 
Army Emergency Relief in cities are being 
closed, and their former functions are being 
assumed by local Red Cross chapters. 

“At posts, camps and stations, Army Emer- 
gency Relief offices will continue to operate. 
Army personnel at military installations de- 
siring assistance may apply either to the 
Army Emergency Relief officer or to the Red 
Cross field director stationed at the post. A 
soldier away from his own station may apply 
for assistance to a local Red Cross chapter or 
to the Army Emergency Relief officer or Red 
Cross field director at the nearest Army post. 

“Immediate assistance as previously avail- 
able through Army Emergency Relief to 
Army personnel and their dependents will 
continue under the new operating agree- 
ment, the War Department emphasized. 
Army officers have been detailed to each of 
the five Area Headquarters of the Red Cross 
as well as to the National Headquarters. 
These officers will keep the War Department 
informed of the service being rendered and 
will cooperate to effect a workable and satis- 
factory program. 

“The new agreement eliminates duplication 
of effort between operations of Army Emer- 
gency Relief and those long established as 
part of the program of the American Red 
Cross. Under the new agreement, continuance 
of the extensive organization established in 
cities by Army Emergency Relief is no 
longer necessary.” 

The subject of closing of AER offices 
and turning over to the Red Cross the 
primary responsibility of volunteer aid 
of Army personnel and their dependents 
‘ame up in the House of Representatives 
this week when Representative Philip J. 
Philbin, Mass. Democrat, introduced the 
following statement in the record: 


In answer to his protest against the closing 
of the district Army Emergency Relief offices 
in Massachusetts, including the A. E. R. office 
located in Worcester, which serves mony. out- 
lying communities, Congressman Philip J. 
Philbin (Democrat), of the Third District, to- 
day was told by A. EB headquarters in 
Washington that the closing of these offices 
was made to prevent duplication of effort on 
the part of the Red Cross and the A. EB. R. 
and in the interest of a conservation of Army 
manpower now used in relief work. 

Veterans’ organizations throughout the 
State recently communicated with Philbin 
asking that he intercede with War Depart- 
ment officials in an endeavor to keep the A. BH. 
R. offices open in Massachusetts, because these 
organizations felt that the special assistance 

iven by the A, B. R. in meeting the prob- 
ems of the servicemen and their families 
could not be replaced by the social-relief type 
of work being done by the Red Cross, which 
has been named to assume the duties and 
obligations of A. E. R. offices maintained in 





the larger cities throughout the country. 
“The Red Cross has already many burdens 
and responsibilities brought about by the war 
and is overworked in many communities,” 
said Philbin. “The addition of the duties of 
the Army Emergency Relief will result, I very 
much fear, in overloading of Red Cross fa-

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Lauds Quartermasters’ Work 


Describing the Quartermaster Corps as 
“the life line of 8,000,000 fighting Amer- 
icans,” Senator Bridges, N. H., a member 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
held the Senate floor for nearly an hour 
on 3 March to describe the activities of 
the Army’s supply branch. 

“Three years ago we had but a token 
army,” Senator Bridges told the Senate. 
“Today we have nearly 8,000,000 men un- 
der arms, to be supplied by the Quarter- 
master. This tremendous, unprecedented 
expansion, in record time, meant building 
a broad, sound foundation, meant an ex- 
pansion in Quartermaster military per- 
sonnel from less than 100,000 in 1941 to 
well over 400,000 as of today.” 

The job, continued Mr. Bridges, “was 
a challenge to the resourcefulness and to 
the courage and ability of any man. Gen- 
eral Gregory faced it. He analyzed it. He 
went into action. 

“He combed the Army for outstanding 
men. He surveyed the Reserve lists. He 
checked the records of retired officers. He 
went into the fields of industry, of sci- 
ence, of transportation. He left no stone 
unturned. He gathered together an or- 
ganization of experts—hard-hitting, hard- 
working men—and welded them into a 
smoothly functioning organization. The 
successful performance of this group is a 
great tribute to the organizing genius of 
the Quartermaster General.” 

Relating details of the preparation for 
the North Africa invasion, Mr. Bridges 
pointed out: 

“Two items supplied by the Quartermaster 
Corps were a dead give-way of the locality 
of this operation—sandfly bars, successors to 
the well-known mosquito netting, and have- 
lecks, neck cloths to poe the soldier from 
wind-blown sand. Only in north Africa would 
soldiers need both these items. One hint to 
the enemy that hundreds of thousands were 
being supplied, and the surprise element 
would be destroyed. So carefully was the sup- 
ply handled that even the soldiers themselves 
did not know they were to receive them until 
they actually neared the shores. 

“The north African invasion was the bi 
gest amphibious landing operation in wor d 

istory. It embodied the augeet convoy of 
oo ever used at one time— eatest va- 
of supplies and the largest quantities 
hel. In that one operation, the fighting 
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quartermasters showed the world that in the 
battle of supply, the Axis could take plenty 
of lessons.” 

He continued: 

“When the fighting shifted to northern 
New Guinea, the quartermasters were forced 
to set ~—s wholly new line of supply, and it 
had to made of the resources at hand— 
eae, the brains and the brawn of quar- 

rmaster soldiers. First, a sub-base was es- 
tablished at Milne Bay, and small cargo ships 
were unloaded there. Small boats, ranging 
from 50 to 500 tons, transshiped this cargo 
and started toward the nearest small harbor 
on the road to Buna. Next, another transfer 
was made, this time to small boats and barges 
carrying as little as 10 tons at a load. These 
were finally unloaded on bare beaches, by 
night, and in spite of pounding surf, These 
supplies were landed on alternate nights and 
moved forward on alternate days, on the 
backs of soldiers and natives, until they final- 
ly reached their destinations. 

“Here 2,000 miles from base, the quarter- 
masters improvised storage facilities against 
the incessant rains and the terrible namnaiey. 
They created refrigeration units, primari y 
for the Medical Corps needs, and mounted 
them on their own chassis. They fought off 
incessant Jap attacks, and they delivered the 
goes. There were no rules for doing this job 
n the worst of all green hells, and it was here 
that the American soldier demonstrated his 
superiority. The Japs were wens Te ptete: all 
admitted that. But the supply prob m licked 
them, Once they got almost within ‘sight of 
nm mgy only to be driven clear out of 

pe ee Behind them they left dead, dying, 

starving men. They simply could not 
get the stuff through to sustain their armies.” 


Praises Army Weapons 

Highest praise for the weapons given 
our fighting forces was voiced by Maj. 
Gen. L. H. Campbell, jr., Chief of Ord- 
nance, 8 March in addressing the Mil- 
waukee Post, Army Ordnance Associa- 
tion. General Campbell described the 155 
mm. gun as one of the “most impressive 
and highly revered pieces of heavy artil- 
lery now in the hands of our troops” and 
“one of the most remarkable pieces of 
fighting equipment the world over.” 

The 200 mm. gun General Campbell 
characterized as a “honey” and “one of 
the most powerful weapons the world 
over.” Bear in mind,” the General said, 
“that your Ordnance Department—ad- 
voeate of increased firepower—has avail- 
able for our fighting forces a much more 
potent weapon which can greatly out- 
range its adversary.” The General also 
touched on the 240mm. howitzer stating 
that “it is one of the most accurate and 
most destructive mobile weapons of siege 
warfare ever devised.”

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Additional Naval Funds 


Provision is being made by the Navy 
for an increasing tempo in submarine ac- 
tivities against the Japanese, it was dis- 
closed during testimony on the First De- 
ficiency Appropriation Bill for 1944 which 
was reported to the House this week by 
its Appropriations Committee.

Provide Plans on Film 

A project of microfilming plans of ves- 
sels and aircraft so that installations at 
sea and in the field always would have 
working drawings when repairs were to 
be made was outlined to the committee. 

Except for payments for several small 
collision claims, no appropriations for 
the Navy Department are involved in the 
pending bill. Most of the funds are to be 
obtained by transfer from 1944 appro- 
priations for ordnance, a total of $262,- 
314,000 being recommended to be trans- 
ferred. This amount is $26,945,000 less 
than was asked by the Navy. In addition 
to the transfers, a contract authorization 
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of $120,000,000—which is $10,000,000 un- 
der the Navy’s estimate—is recommended 
for ship repair facilities. 

That Australia in one case had declined 
to maintain rest centers for naval per- 
sonnel on a reverse lend-lease basis, was 
disclosed in testimony by Capt. J. L. Rey- 
nolds, USN, who said: 


“We do not know the ground. Exactly what 
happened was that in accordance with the 
report of the — we Sapte riations Subcom- 

mittee on the 1944 estimates, in which the 
comenitioes directed that rest centers overseas 
be operated under reverse lend-lease, we ad- 
vised the commands which were operating 
such projects to that effect. In September we 
received word from the command of the Sev- 
enth Fleet that the director of reciprocal lend- 
lease in Australia would not consent to finance 
subsequent to the 30th of September.’ 





Mustering Out Checks 


That mustering out paychecks belong 
exclusively to the men and women to 
whom they are issued and that no other 
persons have a legal right to cash them, 
was emphasized by Rear Adm. William 
Brent Young, (SC) USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, follow- 
ing receipt of a preliminary report from 
the Mustering Out Payment Division of 
the Bureau’s Field Branch in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Rear Adm. Fred E. McMillen, (SOC) 
USN, is Otticer-in-Charge of the Field 
Branch. He reported that about 50,000 
mustering out checks have been disbursed 
since the division was set up 7 Feb. 1944, 
and estimated the number will reach 400,- 
000 during the next six months. 





Renegotiation Saves $1.6 Billion 

Cases concluded by the Price Adjust- 
ment Board of the Navy Department in 
1943 involved a total estimated renego- 
tiable business of $14,190,339,000, it is 
shown by the annual report to Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox. 

Agreements were reached in 754 cases,

INCERE though they undoubtedly are in protesting against “obliteration” bomb- 

ings of German cities, the point of view expressed by twenty-eight clergymen and 
pacifist leaders fails to take realities into account. As far back as 1938, Secretary 
Hull protested against Japanese air assault upon Canton, and at the outbreak of 
the war in Europe, the President besought the belligerents to refrain from bomb- 
ing attacks upon “unfortified” and “open cities.” Their words fell upon the deaf ears 
of Hitler, Mussolini and the Japanese war lords, who had determined to break the 
will of the British, French and Chinese peoples by indiscriminate use of the weapon 
they had gathered in enormous quantities and the terroristic effects of which they 
had learned through exhaustive experiment. Looking back we now can realize that had 
the Germans not preceded their invasion of Poland by squadrons of planes, time 
would have been had for British and French mobilization, and the course of the 
struggle might have been changed. Had German aviation not been used ruthlessly 
over France and England, the conquest of the former might have been averted, or at 
least would have been far more diltticult than it proved to be, and British operations 
would not have been hampered to the extent they were. Had our Fieet not been put 
out of action at Pearl Harbor, a radicaliy different situation would have existed in 
the Pacitic. Our plans called for the relief of the Philippines in four months—we heid 
out on Bataan tor tive months—and the imprisonmeut of our gallant soldiers and 
their Filipino comrades and the suttering of the b'ilipino people, might weil have been 
avoided. ‘she clergymen and their pacilist co-signers of the protest should recall these 
facts and also the results of the attacks ou London and the violation of Manila as an 
“open city.” Nor should they forget the Biblical injunction that those who live by 
the sword shall perish by it. What we are now doing in tiurope is not reprisal—that 
does not enter into our military calculations. Our objective is to lessen, it not destroy, 
enemy production, and that is why our planes are dropping their loads upon indus- 
trial communities. Further, because of her central position, Germany can shift troops 
rapidly from one front to another, and to interrupt such operations and thereby heip 
our armies, is the purpose of the bombing of railroad centers and stations. It should 
be obvious even to the clergymen and pacifist leaders that these measures are bound 
to shorten the war, are bound to save American lives and the lives of Allied soldiers 
and sailors. These results will become the clearer as we gain the supremacy in the air 
that is approaching. Then the more deadly rain of bombs will cause our enemies to 
realize the hopelessness of their situation, and force them to unconditional surrender. 
It should not be forgotten that our single purpose in bombing is to destroy or neu- 
tralize centers of military value, and that indiscriminate bombing is as abhorrent to 
us as it is to the clergymen and their followers who made the protest. When this 
is correctly appreciated, is when criticism of what we are doing will cease, as it 
should. 


ITH true understanding of the operations of the current war, Representative 
Grant, of Indiana, introduced in the House this week a resolution calling for 

the commemoration of the second anniversary of the creation of our Amphibious 
Forces. He supported the resolution by a tribute to these Forces, which we publish else- 
where in this issue. Mr. Grant spoke at the moment Admiral Nimitz, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Pacific Fleet, was conferring with the President and other officials of the 
High Command on the plans to employ on other Japanese possessions the methods so 
successfully used in the Marshalls, General MacArthur was reporting his transforma- 
tion of a reconnaissance-in-force into the successful occupation of Los Negros Island 
of the Admiralty Group, and Admiral Halsey was advising of like successes in adjoin- 
ing enemy controlled islands. It is common knowledge that the invasion of Africa, of 
Sicily and of Italy, was promoted by the Amphibious Forces, and the attacks we will 
make upon the western coast of Europe will be spearheaded by them. What these forces 
represent is an approach to the ideal in military operations, the organization of a team 
made up of components of the ground, sea and air dominated by a single will. In laud- 
ing the part industry is playing in supplying the weapons for this team. Mr. Grant told 
a fact which the Services realize. In other words, it, too, is a part of the team, and as 
such it is its business to do what the fighting members do—continue work whatever the 
grievance, and see that the invaluable matter of supply is maintained under any and all 
circumstances. Backed in this manner, our Amphibious Forces will render even more 
gallant service, and the anniversary of their birth will be celebrated with greater ac-

B. F. H.—From your question it appears 
that you were put on inactive status as a 
captain, therefore the only point at issue is 
the amount of longevity pay. Your enlisted 
service will not count for pay purposes, al- 
though it was so counted when you were on 
active duty. All your commissioned service 
including that from 1924 to 1934, will be 
counted. For fuller details see page 691, of 
12 Feb. issue of Army and Navy Journal. 


J.‘L. D.—There is no law permitting en- 
listed men who have warrants and/or com- 
missions, or warrant officers who have had 
commissions, in World War II, to retire in 
any but permanent grade or rank at any time 
(except in the case of disability while serving 
in such temporary rank if the disability is 
adjudged to have occurred in officer or war- 
rant status). The Act of 7 May 1932, which 
gives men who held commissioned rank in 
the Spanish-American War and World War I 
right to retire in highest rank held, does not 
apply to the present war. Nor do the laws 
which give men who held commissions the 
right to retired pay of warrant officer, junior 
grade, apply to the present war. 

W. A. D.—No action has been taken by the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee on the bill 
S. 1368, relating to retired pay of the Army 
and Coast Guard. 

Retired Sergeant—You would not be en- 
titled to mess at an Army post. Your retired 
pay is presumed to include commutation of 
rations, etc. 

. M. P.—No_ action has been taken on the 
bill which would give retired officers promo, 
tion on the retired list after stated periods of 
active duty after retirement. 

J. D. C.—We are informed by Camp Barke- 
ley, Tex., officials that only officers are eligi- 
ble for the course which leads to assignment 
as assistant to battalion surgeons.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—The President’s statement that a naval tonnage equivalent to a 
third of the surrendered Italian Fleet was to be turned over to Russia followed upon 
the heels of the cessation of British transfer of munitions and American lend-lease 
aid to Turkey. These separate but related incidents were accepted as indicating that 
the United Nations Governments had concluded from information they bad received 
that the promises of help to them made by the President and Foreign Minister of 
Turkey at the Cairo Conference, were to be evaded. 

Probably responsible for the reversion of the Turks to the pre-Cairo policy of 
playing with both sides in the war, were the failure of the British attempt to occupy 
the Dodecanese Islands, the apparent stalemate which exists in Italy, and a truer 
understanding of the situation Germany is developing through her largely orderly 
retirement in Russia. Had the Aegean sea islands been seized, the doorway to the Dar- 
danelles and the Bosphorous would have been opened for Anglo-American support. 
Had the Anglo-American Army swept up Italy, there would have been brought home 
to the Balkans and to Turkey the power of the United Nations, and driven from 
their minds would have been the myth of Boche invincibility. If a Red Army had 
been able to reoccupy the Crimean Peninsula, the Black Sea would have been free 
for amphibious operations against Roumania and Bulgaria, and Turkey, herself, 
could have enjoyed greater protection. 

Under existing conditions, Turkey is open to German attack by land, sea and 
air, and her leaders are anxious to avert the losses and damage it would impose, es- 
pecially the bombing of Istanbul, formerly Constantinople, and Ankara. While the 
American and British authorities appreciate this point of view, the fact remains 
that the greater interests of the Republic justify entrance into the war on our side. 
Russia long has been critical of Turkish neutrality, and in spite of her preoccupa- 
tion with Germany, has complained sharply to the Ankara authorities, and has been 
skeptical of the wisdom of the policy of Britain and America in providing them with 
weapons of war. Events have proved, however, that our interests dictated that Tur- 
key should be held in the position of a quasi-ally of Britain until the moment when 
the final preparations were underway to breach the fortress of Europe. Those prepara- 
tions are practically completed, and the time for Turkey to carry out the terms of 
the alliance with Britain has arrived. However, Ankara still is hesitating, the ex- 
cuse officially offered being that needed materials have not been received, and if and 
when they are, then the Government will get into the war. 

As a matter of fact Turkey since 1939 has been receiving aid from her allies. 
Ia that year, Britain and France began to supply her with munitions. After France 
surrendered, Britain continued to dispatch supplies. When the Lend-Lease law was 
enacted, a considerable quantity of the materials we sent to England was diverted 
to Turkey. Following our entrance into the war, we began to send munitions to 
Turkey through our Middle East Supply center. Thus for almost five years, Tur- 
key has received constantly increasing supplies which, following the Cairo confer- 
ence, were accelerated. Therefore, the excuse offered by the Turks is not justified by 
the facts. In addition, as thre was enough evidence to show a renewal of flirting by 
Ankara with Berlin, it was only prudent to end the shipment of supplies to the Near 
Eastern country. Further to impress its authorities, it was deemed expedient for the 
President to make public the participation of Russia equally with the United States 
and Great Britain, in the distribution of the Italian Navy. 

The President’s statement about Russia receiving the equivalent of a third of the 
Italian Fleet caused an international sensation. Before the Moscow conference, Rus- 
sia had asked for naval assistance to the extent of one-third of the surrendered Fleet, 
and the President and Mr. Churchill agreed she was entitled to it. It was not in- 
tended to turn over any Italian vessels to her, rather to give her the equivalent from 
Strplus tonnage which we and the British possess. Moreover, we are in a position 
to cooperate with the Italian Navy, whereas, because of its different types of con- 
struction and calibres of guns, Russia is not and cannot be. The consequence of the 
interpretation placed upon the President’s statement that one third of the Italian 
Fleet was to be assigned to Russia, precipitated a demand on the part of some of the 
Governments-in-Exile for consideration, Marshal Badoglio threatened to resign, and a 
sharp protest came from the Italian Socialists in Naples. An explanation as above 
has been given to these governments, and they are now satisfied that what we plan 
to do is well within our right, that is to transfer to the Red Navy a tonnage equiva- 
lent to one-third of the Italian sea force. 

In explaining to Parliament that the question of the future employment and dis- 
position of the Italian Fleet has been the subject of some discussion, Prime Minister 
Churchill said that particular consideration has been given to the immediate reen- 
forcement of the Soviet Navy either from Anglo-American or Italian resources. Indi- 
cations are that the major portion of the tonnage delivered to Russia will be vessels 
of American construction. 

The use Russia will make of the vessels, or the equivalent tonnage to be as- 
signed to her, doubtless is causing concern in Berlin and Tokyo and speculation in 
Ankara. They would be of little value in the Arctic, and they cannot reenforce what 
remains of the Russian Fleet in the Baltic because of German control of the straits 
between Denmark and Sweden. The natural place for their employment is the Black 
Sea, but they cannot reach the entrance to the Dardanelles until the Germans are 
ousted from the Aegean Sea Islands. Once this happens, and Turkey becomes our 
partner in the war, they will have relatively free passage into the Black Sea, and 
there will reenforce the part of the Red Fleet still in active service there. 


Quite possibly, Marshal Stalin may consider in the light of what is happening 
in the Pacific, that the ships can be used to reenforce his squadrons at Vladivostock. 
Japan would resent such action because of the threat it would involve, but the pres- 
sure we are now exerting upon her is so perilous to her safety that she would not 
dare to go to war. Indeed, what has been accomplished by our naval, amphibious and 
air forces in the western ocean, has greatly reduced the danger of Japanese in- 
vasion of Siberia. So all that Tokyo might do should the Russians send their Italian 
booty to Viadivostock, would be to make a protest and there let the matter rest. Like 
the rest of the world, the Japanese know, of course, that the Italian ships are of 
value to the United Nations only in cooperative operations. Their types of con- 
struction and their calibres of guns are different from those of Britain, the United 
States and Russia. 

The United Nations are steadily preparing for post-war reconstruction and co- 
operation. There is no delay in this on either the diplomatic or the practical side. 
The problem of food having been already dealt with at the conference held at Atlantic 
City, those of oil, aviation, shipping, trade, and financial exchange are now being 
discussed. Secretary Hull is to head the committee of six American policy makers 
named to conduct the negotiations for the United States with other Governments. 
An Anglo-American conference on the problem of world distribution of oil is scheduled 
to take place in Washington at an early date. And the former Ambassador to Tokyo, 
Joseph C. Grew, is to head the American delegation to the conference on aviation. 
The conference on oil will be primarily one between the British and American Govern- 
ments because it is the interest of these two countries that overlap more than others, 
aotably in Mexico and Asia-Minor. And here the Washington Government as well as 
that of London finds objection to the construction of the pipe line to cost $150,000,000, 
which Petroleum Administrator Harold L. Ickes, has proposed. The British opposition 











comes from their oil companies who object to the American competition, while the 
American protest comes from the American Petroleum War Council, which condemng 
the prospect of the American Government entering further into private oil enter. 
prise. There is American opposition, too, on the political ground that the venture wiy 
involve the nation in possible future wars in the Near East. The question asked jg 
whether the prospect of profit is worth the risk of future involvement in conflict, 
It is a good thing the sober-headed Mr. Hull heads the commission dealing with a 
problem so inflammatory. The other issue, that of aviation rights, is likely to produce 
conflict of interest, but there too, in Joseph C. Grew, an experienced and far seeing 
diplomat has fortunately been chosen to take the lead. 

Supporting the State Department’s sound direction of the numerons and complex 
questions, the world-wide upheaval has produced, three Senators have offered a 
resolution intended to project the United States into a prominent position in bringing 
about post-war economic collaboration as a cornerstone of future peace and prosperity, 


The Senators are Elbert D, Thomas, Harley N. Kilgore and Harry S. Truman. The 
resolution proposes an international economic tommission, with membership by Cabi- 
net officers, Senate and House leaders and representatives of industry, labor and agri- 


culture, to investigate opportunities and means for world-wide economic cooperation, 
In a public statement the Senators declare that “it is soberly within reason two years 
after the war to realize an output of 250 billions of dollars annually.” But not without 
cooperation that will also benefit other nations. 


General Officer Nominations—The 71 nominations for temporary appointment in 
various general oflicer grades submitted to the Senate late last week contain what is 
probably a record percentage of Air Corps and Corps of Engineer officers. Of the 24 
officers named for major general, eight are Air Corps officers and six are from the 
Corps of Engineers, the two branches accounting for over half the number nominated. 
Of the 43 named for promotion to brigadier general, 19 are from the Air Corps and 8 
from the Engineers. Even in the case of the four officers nominated for lieutenant 
generalcies, two were engineers before advancement to general officer grades, Maj. Cen. 
Raymond A. Wheeler and Maj. Gen. John C. H. Lee. The other two nominees for 
three-star rank were formerly Infantry officers. These former Infantry officers are 
Maj. Gen. Richard K. Sutherland, chief of staff to General MacArthur in the Soutb- 
west Pacific, and Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, Chief of Infantry and now lieutenant 
general by virtue of his command of the Third Army, General Wheeler is now in the 
China-Burma-India Theatre and General Lee commands the Army Service Forces in 
the European Theater of Operations. 

The eight airmen nominated for major general include four assistant chiefs of 
the Air Staff: Brig. Gen. Laurence 8S. Kuter, 38 years of age, ACAS Plans; Brig. Gen. 
Howard A. Craig, ACAS Operations; Brig. Gen. James M. Bevans, ACAS G-1, and 
Brig. Gen. Robert W. Harper, ACAS G-3. 

Representing the Quartermaster Corps in the major general nominations is Maj. 
Gen. Edmund B. Gregory who now holds that rank as the Quartermaster General but 
whose tour expires in April. Representing the Finance Department is Maj. (en. 
Howard K. Loughry, Chief of Finance, whose tour also expires in April. The Infantry 
is represented by three officers, the Medical Corps by two, and the Coast Artillery 
Corps and Cavalry by one officer each. One retired officer, on duty with the Air Corps, 
is named. 

In the case of the 43 brigadier nominations, in addition to the 19 airmen and 8 
engineers, there are five infantrymen, two quartermasters, two retired officers (one 
on duty with the Air Forces), and one representative each from the Medical Corps, 
Cavalry, Chemical Warfare Service, Signal Corps, Medical Reserve, Air Reserve and 
Army of the of the United States. There are no National Guard officers among the 
nominees. 


Air Forces—The “Belle of Texas,” 7th Air Force B-24 Liberator piloted by 1st 
Lt. Charles F’. Pratte, was on a bombing mission over Maloelap, in the Marshalls, when 
enemy fire resulted in two 20 mm. shells through the right wing, a 90 mm. through the 
horizontal stabilizer and 30 bullets through the fuselage. The bomber’s hydraulic sys- 
tem was knocked out, rendering the brakes useless. 

Intercepted by Japanese planes which gave up the fight after one of their num- 
ber was shot down by the Liberator’s waist gunner, T. Sgt. John Slawsky, Lieutenant 
Pratte headed his plane at last for Tarawa, in the Gilberts. He knew that once he 
had set the bomber down he would have to cut its speed. As a substitute for brakes 
he ordered a parachute attached to each of the waist gun mounts and a third to one of 
the fuselage bracings of the tail. As the wheels touched the surface of the coral landing 
strip the three parachutes were released simultaneously and the bomber rolled to a 
stop. ' 

The War Department Bureau of Public Relations announced on 6 March that 
three Air Corps officers are scheduled to be tried 3 April at Cincinnati, Olio, by a 
General Court-Martial for alleged neglect of duty in connection with faulty inspection 
procedures. The officers are Lt. Col. Frank C. Greulich, Maj. Walter A. Ryan, and 
Maj. William Buckmann. The alleged offense occurred at the Wright Aeronautical 
plant at Lockland, Ohio. The Court-Martial will be conducted under the 95th and ‘Hith 
Articles of War. Appointed*by Maj. Gen. James L. Collins, USA, Commanding General 
of the Fifth Service Command, the Court-Martial’s President will be Brig. Gen. Leb- 
man W. Miller, USA. Col. Philip J. McCook, JAGD, will serve as Law Member. ‘The 
Government’s case will be presented by Maj. Henry C. Clausen, JAGD, the ‘lrial 
Judge Advocate. 

Leo T. Crowleys Foreign Economic Administrator, announced 7 March that 28,000 
planes were sent from the United States to the air forces of our allies between the 
passage of the Lend-Lease Act, 11 March, 1941, and 1 Jan. 1944. In addition more than 
$1,600,000,000 worth of aircraft engines and parts were sent to the same destination 
in the same period. 

The statement also pointed out that since March 1941 the United States has 
created the greatest Army and Naval air forces in the world. We have produced 4 
total of 150,000 planes. We have retained for our own use 122,000 of them. 

Three-fourths of the planes sent to our allies have been combat types. The balance 
consists of trainer and transport planes. Over 4,000 have been naval planes. 7,800 
planes went to Soviet Union, 4,000 to allied forces in the Pacific and Far East theatres 
and more than 16,000 to all other combat and training areas abroad. 

Besides the planes, aircraft engines and parts, great quantities of incendiary and 
demolition aerial bombs are included in the $2,500,000,000 worth of ordnance and 
ammunition shipped to our allies. 


Infantry School—Col. George Colchester, antitank commander in the British Army, 
has completed a four-day tour of The Infantry School, Fort Benning Ga., and its 
installations during which he made an impromptu talk to members of an Officer Can- 
didate Class. He expressed admiration for American methods of training and told 
Officer Candidates that the two most important things about antitank platoons 10 
defense was the selection of positions and the coordination of the weapons. 

Lt. Paul Lutgens addressed members of the faculty of The Infantry School and 
described the 49-day march of his company over the Owen Stanley mountains to 
attack the Japs on their flank. 

To train soldiers to maintain the growing variety of radio equipment used by 
today’s infantry regiments and battalions, the Communication Section of The I1- 
fantry School has instituted a six-week radio repairman’s course, under the direc 
tion of Maj. Samuel G. Ashdown, a communication instructor here since 1940. Radio- 
repairmen-to-be, detailed from infantry units in the field and from graduating 
classes of the Enlisted Communication Course of The Infantry School, will be quar- 
tered in the 4th Battalion of Col. Robert N. Lord’s 1st Student Training Regiment. 
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Army Ground Forces—HHADQUARTERS, AGF—Maj. Gen. Albert W. Waldren, 
AUS, who won the Distinguished Service Cross and the Purple Heart as a result of 
front line activity during the Buna campaign, in which he was wounded, has been 
named Chief of the Ground Requirements Section at Headquarters, Army Ground 
Forces under Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair. 

General Waldron succeeds Brig. Gen. William F. Dean, who will receive a field 
assignment. The Requirements Section at Headquarters, Army Ground Forces, ob- 
tains information on the character of weapons and equipment, supervises tests of 
this materiel and recommends changes in existing techniques of warfare based on 
development of materiel. 

The second anniversary of the Army Ground Forces was reached this week. 
Army Ground Forces was established under Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair with Head- 
quarters at the Army War College when the Army was reorganized on 9 March 1942. 

The following officers reported for permanent duty at Headquarters this week: 
Brig. Gen. Loyal M. Haynes, USA, unassigned; Lt. Col. Henry A. Harding, FA, to 
the G-3 Section; Maj. Gerald F. Banks, MC, to the Ground Medical Section, and 
Capt. Alfred P. Robertson, Inf, to the G-3 Section. 

HDQ, AA COMMAND—Maj. Gen. Joseph A. Green, commanding general of the 
Antiaircraft Command, visited the Antiaircraft Artillery Board, Antiaircraft Artil- 
lery School, and Antiaircraft Artillery Training Center at Camp Davis, N. C., during 
the past week in connection with development and training matters. 

Recently assigned to duty at Headquarters, Antiaircraft‘Command, Col. Fred- 
erick L. Topping, Col. Frederick H. Fox, Col. Nelson B. Dingley, III, and Col. James 
DeB. Walbach have been named to head separate Antiaircraft Artillery Proficiency 
teams, which have been organized to administer tests in AAA problems among units 
of AAA assigned to the Antiaircraft Command.

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—A delegation from the Navy Department, headed 
by Vice Adm. Ross T. McIntire, Surgeon General of the Navy, inspected the Navy’s 
newest and largest hospital ship, the USS Refuge, at Baltimore, 5 March. The Refuge, 
one of the President Liners, saw service earlier in the war as a troop transport before 
being converted into a member floating hospital. She has in succession borne the 
names Blue Hen State, President Garfield, President Madison and USS Kenmore, 
the last name being her title as a transport. 

Complement, of the Refuge includes 20 medical officers; three dental officers, 
five Hospital Corps officers, one volunteer specialist officer who will be in charge of 
the optical repair unit, the first of its kind on a hospital ship, 29 Navy nurses, an 
American Red Cross representative, which is another “first” as far as hospital ships 
are concerned, 14 chief pharmacist’s mates and 200 hospital corpsmen. Comdr. M. A. 
Jurkops, USNR, is commanding officer of the vessel and Capt. C. R. Wilcox, Medical 
Corps, USN, is senior medical officer. The manning of the ship, as distinguished 
from her medical department, is in the hands of 22 line and staff officers and more 
than 200 enlisted men. 


_The USS Refuge has a displacement of 14,000 tons and her gross tonnage is 
10,500. She is 522 feet long over-all, with a beam of 62 feet. Identifying her character 
are a five-foot green band on either side of the hull, the Geneva Red Cross on her 
sides and more crosses on her deck and stacks. She has fixed berths for 630 patients 
and carries aboard a mobile field hospital comprising 72 cots, a laboratory, X-ray 
equipment and necessary medical and surgical equipment and supplies. Each of 
the vessel’s 12 wards possesses a surgical dressing room, diet pantry, utility room, 
linen locker, toilet and shower. The ship’s main laboratory contains modern items 
of equipment such as high-speed centrifuge, bacteriological incubator, autoclaves, re- 
frigerator and other essentials. The library is stocked with professional books and 
journals. An elevator serves six decks. There is an up to date laundry. Other fea- 
tures include a pharmacy, dental clinic, stationary and portable X-ray equipment, 
4 complete physiotherapy department and a clinic for eye, ear, nose and throat cases. 

Lt. Comdr. David L. Parker, USNR, is executive officer of the Refuge. Lt. (jg) 
Mildred A, E. Marean is chief nurse. The chaplains aboard are Lt. Victor H. Keiser, 
USNR, and Lt. Charles J. McDermott, USNR.

Signal Corps—Lt. Col. Sterling C. Bush, Chief of the Equipment Branch, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, has been named Signal Corps representative on the 
Procurement Assignment Board. He succeeds Lt. Col. Albert E. Brundage, former 
Chief of the Program Control Branch, who has been assigned to Fort Monmouth, N, J. 

Maj. Andre Baruch, SC, who has been in the North African Theater since the ini- 
tial landings of the U. S. Forces and who supervised construction of eight radio stations 
now broadcasting to Allied troops, has returned from overseas on a temporary assign- 
ment with the Morale Services Division, Headquarters Army Service Forces. 

Superior materiel, thorough training and a “firm belief in what we are fighting 
for” were stressed as among the most important factors in organized warfare by Brig. 
Gen. W. O. Reeder, Commandant of the Eastern Signal Corps Schools at Fort Mon- 
mouth, N. J., in a recent address to graduates of the Officer Candidate School. More 
than a hundred Signal Corps candidates received their commissions as second lieu- 
tenants. 

“Italian rivers, swollen by unusually heavy rains and frequently well covered by 
enemy machine gun and small arms fire, have claimed the lives of many Signalmen,” 
according to a report to the Chief Signal Officer from Brig. Gen. (then Col.) T. J. Tully, 
as Deputy Chieff Signal Officer, Allied Force Headquarters, North Africa, General 
Tully’s promotion was recently announced. 

“Despite biting cold and strenuous hostile opposition, linemen have waded and 
swum the rivers in order to establish lines of communication,” he said. “The procedure 
is to tie a section of wire or cable, the latter weighing 200 pounds per 100-foot length, 
around a man’s waist, bid him ‘good luck’ and try to cover his crossing with support- 
ing fire. 

“Once over, it becomes necessary for the swimmer to dig in on the opposite shore 
and take whatever the enemy offers in opposition, then set up for business when the 
fire lessens,” General Tully continud. 

During the first 22 days of the invasion of Italy, according to General Tully, more 
than 5,300 miles of assault wire, field wire, and cable were laid by Signal Corps units, 
an average of more than 240 miles a day. That record was established despite the fact 
that the problems of communications increased in direct relation to the worsening 
weather and terrain conditions. Whereas, in earlier campaigns, linemen worked from 
standard military vehicles adapted specifically to work of this kind, they were forced 
to resort to mules, carts, jeeps, and even bicycles in Italy. And it was not unusual to 
see linemen unrolling huge spools of wire or cable by hand, with other men of their 
units on constant patrol duty against enemy forays. 


Army Medical Corps—The Medical Corps officer who arranged for the evacuation 
from Manila to Australia of a large number of patients in an improvised hospital 
ship and who later organized portable surgical hospitals in New Guinea has been 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal at the request of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. He is Brig. Gen. Percy J. Carroll, who was chief surgeon of the United States 
Army Services of Supply, Southwest Pacific area, and who served with the United 
States Army forces in the Far East. 

When the decision not to defend Manila was reached, General Carroll arranged 
the evacuation from Manila to Australia in an improvised hospital ship of a large 
number of patients, anticipating and overcoming many serious obstacles. After 
his arrival in Australia, he rendered distinguished service, serving as Chief Sur- 
geon of the United States Army Services of Supply, Southwest Pacific area, and 
of the United States Army Forces in the Far East. Initially, he planned and super- 
vised the organization of the medical service for the command and the assembly of 
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medical units and installations. During the early New Guinea campaigns, he 
caused the organization of portable surgical hospitals, the high mobility of which 
made them invaluable. He worked constantly on meas to combat malaria and to deal 
with other special problems of this theater.

Marine Corps—With original 1944 appropriations for the Marine Corps based upon 
a strength of 334,500 men, the Corps already has 364,253 enrolled and expects to have 
415,360 by 1 July, 1944, Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, the Commandant, told the 
House Appropriations Committee in justifying a transfer of $51,639,000 from naval 
ordnance appropriations to the Marine Corps. . 

The transfer was recommended by the committee this week. 

The original 1944 estimates were based upon a maximum strength in fiscal 
year 1944 of 334,500 men, 18,000 women and 8,800 officer candidates. The strength 
now expected is 415,360 men, 16,712 women and 9,000 officer candidates. The Corps 
probably will be maintained at this level. 

General Vandegrift stated that the Corps expects to have at the end of June 
80,147 male officers, 1,000 women reserve officers and 3,023 warrant and commis- 
sioned warrant officers, a total of 34,170. The large number of officer candidates is 
necessary, he stated. “Right now we are pushed for junior officers and as this year 
goes on I am afraid we are going to be more pushed for: them.” He pointed out that 
about 20 per cent of entering classes fail to win commissions and are returned to the 
enlisted ranks. 

The 18,000 women asked for, stated the commandant, “will fill all of the jobs 
in the places where we need them.” Certain posts on shore must be continued to be 
filled by men, but as men return from combat areas, they will be used to relieve 
other male Marines for overseas service. 

A new Letter of Instruction, No. 672, regulating clothing issues, has been issued 
by Marine Corps Headquarters to replace Letter No. 587 of 16 Nov. 1943. 


Navy Chaplains Corps—Capt. Robert D. Workman, Director of the Chaplains Divi- 
sion, United States Navy, is to make a tour covering two months, of Naval activities 
in the Caribbean Islands, South America, the Mediterranean area, and the British 
Isles to observe the effectiveness and efficiency of the Navy Department’s program for 
ministering to the spiritual needs of Naval personnel. He will be accompanied by 
Comdr. John R. Boslet (ChC.) USN, Catholic chaplain on duty in the office of Chaplain 
Workman, and Comdr. Joshua L. Goldberg (ChC.), USNR, Jewish chaplain, now on 
duty at Headquarters, Third Naval District, New York City. 


Service Chaplains—It has been announced by the Moderator, the Rev. Dr. F. Q. 
Blanchard of Cleveland, Ohio, of the General Council of Congregational Christian 
churches, that that denomination has met its quota of chaplains for the armed forces. 

Dr. S. Arthur Devan, who for three years has been Director to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the General Commission on Army and Navy Chaplains of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America, has tendered his resignation to take effect 
probably at the end of this month. 


New Weapons of Warfare—Germany’s latest secret weapon, a radio-controlled tank, 
was characterized this week in a British radio broadcast as “little more than a toy.” 
The tank is reported to be about three feet in height and weighs between 700 and 800 
pounds. It carries 110 pounds of explosives. First reports on the weapon were that it 
carried an explosive load of 1,000 pounds. 

“If it hits an obstruction,” the broadcast stated, “it goes round in circles. It is 
very vulnerable and can be put out of action by an anti-tank gun at very considerable 
range.” 


Bureau of Ships—The new cruiser Springfield, launched 9 March at the Quincy, 
Mass., yard of the Bethlehem Steel Co., was christened in honor of two cities, Spring- 
field, Mass., and Springfield, Ill. Sponsors were Mrs. Angelina Agnes Bertera of 
Springfield, Mass., and Norma McCurley of Springfield, Il. 

The destroyer Collett was launched 5 March at the yards of the Bath Iron Works, 
Bath, Maine. The vessel was christened in honor of the late Comdr. John Austin Collett 
by his sister-in-law Mrs. James D. Collett. 


Army Ordnance—Army Ordnance invasion units which will accompany the first 
assault waves to hit European beaches are now equipped with specially designed 70- 
pound repair kits. 

The new invasion gits contain spare parts most likely to be in immediate demand 
during the first few days of the attack. Included are such small, fast-moving spare 
parts as welding rods, solder, batteries and gas cylinders. 

Huge Army Ordnance depots in North Africa are the major sources of battle tools, 
ammunition and all types of automotive equipment for Gen. Mark Clatk’s Fifth Army 
in Italy, and for troops in Sicily, Corsica and Sardinia. 


Field Artillery School—Five officers have been added to the staff and faculty of the 
Field Artillery School, Fort Sill, Okla. Capt. John K. Hubbard and 1st Lt. Mark J. Ap- 
pleman have been assigned to the office of the assistant commandant. New instructors 
and their departments: Tactics Department—Maj. Francis K. Westlake and Capt. 
Lloyd L. Edwards. Motor Transport—ist Lt. Norman Oliver. 

Beginning with the graduation of Field Artillery School Officer Candidate Class 
No. 100 on 18 March, graduation exercises will be held on Saturday instead of Thurs- 
day, it was announced by Col. John J. Turner, commanding officer of the Student regi- 
ment. 

The 408th Field Artillery group, recently stationed at Camp Cooke, Calif., arrived 
at Fort Sill recently to join the 31st Field Artillery brigade and serve as school] troops 
in firing exercises of the Field Artillery School.

Mintjim Valley: Our fighters in support of 
ground forces dive-bombed and strafed enemy 
positions at Saipa. 

Bougainville: Our heavy units struck Kahi!li 
at midday with eighty-four tons of bombs, 
scoring hits on the runway and a gun posi- 
tion and starting large fires. At Empress Au- 
gusta Bay our torpedo and dive-bombers 
dropped 110 tons on enemy positions north- 
east of our Torokina perimeter, causing fires. 
Air patrols bombed targets on the southwest 
coast and at Rallale, silencing a n position 
and causing fires and explosions. In the Buka 
area our fighter-bombers attacked Buka air- 
drome and Porton Plantation.

Two small 
cargo ships were set afire and many hits were 
scored on a gunboat and a cluster of thirty 
barges in the bay. Damage in the town was 
heavy with many buildings demolished, Ex- 
plosions and large tires blanketed the area.

Air patrols, in four sweeps over the area, 
damaged twelve barges and small craft by 
strafing.

bombs on antiaircraft installations, the town- 
ship and waterfront at midday. Direct hits 
were scored on nine gun positions and large 
fires were started, visible thirty miles. Tor- 
pote-Somnere and fighters struck at shipping 
n Ataliklikun Bay, sinking two small cargo 
ships and setting fire to two harbor craft. Air 
patrols bombed plantations in the area, dam- 
aging buildings. There was no interception. 
New Guinea: Madang Coast: Our escorted 
heavy units and dive-bombers dropped sixty- 
five tons of explosives on Alexishafen air- 
drome, supply and bivouac areas, causing fires 
with smoke visible forty miles, Our air patrols 
strafed coastal targets, silencing gun positions 
and shot down an enemy reconnaissance plane 
near Manam Island. Our light naval units at 
night destroyed two enemy barges off the 


coust. 

Mintjim Valley: Our fighters attacked en- 
emy bivouacs south of Paula, destroying 
buildings and causing fires. 

Rai Coast: Effectively supported by naval 
and air bombardment our ground troops 
landed in the rear of enemy positions at 
Mindiri and seized Yalau Plantation, thirty 
miles west of Saidor. 

Bougainville: Our air atrols executed 
close support missions against enemy posi- 
tions at the Saua River, silenced gun positions 
at Monoitu and cee. and strafed Maliai 
village in the Shortlads, 

Choiseul: Our escorted heavy, medium and 
dive-bombers attacked enemy positions on the 
northwest coast with 105 tons of explosives 
and extensively strafed all targets. 


8 March 

Northwestern Sector: Kei Islands: Our me- 
dium units bombed Tual. 

Northeastern Sector: Admiralty Islands: 
Our ground forces continued their northward 
advance, securing the beach on the west coast 
at Sea Eagle Harbor. West of Momote air- 
drome we occupied Porlaka. Enemy 4.7-inch 
naval guns in concrete emplacements and 
searchlight equipment were captured south of 
the airdrome. 

The island of Los Negros is now under our 
control and the Momote air strip is ready to 
receive planes. Our air units constantly at- 
tacked enemy positions as far back as Lo- 
rengau. Our naval units, bombarding from 
close range, destroyed enemy coast-defense 
guns on Hauwei Island. Four hundred and 
seventy-nine additional enemy dead have been 
buried by our troops. 

New Ireland: Our Solomons patrols at- 
tacked Borpop airdrome, starting fires. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Following a night 
harassing raid, our escorted bombers from 
Solomons bases raided the township and To- 
bera airdrome with ninety-eight tons of 
bombs. A direct hit damaged the customs 
wharf and many fires were seen along the 
waterfront. Five enemy planes were destroyed 
on the ground. Other units attacked we pone 
in the bay, causing two small merchant ves- 
sels to be beached, and destroyed or damaged 
six barges. One of our planes failed to return. 

Cape Hoskins: Our escorted medium units 
attacked the airdrome and installations on 
successive days with thirty-two tons of 
bombs. Our night air patrols destroyed or 
badly damaged seven barges off the coast. 

Willaumez Peninsula: Marine elements of 
our ground forces moving up the coast from 
“ape Gloucester have landed near Talasea, 110 
miles away, against light opposition. Our air 
units in support attacked targets of oppor- 
tunity in Riebeck and Stettin Bays. 

Arawe: Our ground patrols moving east 
have reached Amgoring, twenty-four miles 
east of the Arawe airfield. 

New Guinea: Wewak: Our air patrols shot 
down three enemy bombers and two fighters 
in combat, re ge J one plane. Our recornais- 
sance units at night attacked a cargo vessel 
and targets in Sissano Lagoon. At Hansa Bay 
our escorted heavy units bombed the air- 
drome on successive days, causing large fires. 

Madang Coast: Our air patrols shot down 
two enemy fighters south of Bogadjim and at- 
tacked targets of opportunity along the coast. 

Rai Coast: Our Yaula forces are expanding 
their position to the east and west. They have 
reached Bibi and Ganglau respectively. Our 
attack planes bombed and strafed enemy-oc- 
cupied villages in the rear areas. 

Feni Islands: Our light naval forces de- 
stroyed four enemy barges at Ambitle Island. 

Bougainville: Our naval units and air pa- 
trols bombarded shore targets at Moila Point. 
Forward of the Torokina perimeter our tor- 
pedo and dive-bombers dropped 111 tons of 
explosives, while other planes bombed bridges 
on the southwest coast. Air patrols attacked 
enemy bivouac areas at Siar Plantation and 
barges off the northwest coast of Buka.

B.-24 Liberators and B17 Flying Fortresses 
of the Eighth Air Force, protected by AAF, 
RAF and Dominion and Allied fighters, today 
attacked targets in southwestern Germany. 

Today’s was the first March bombing by 
British-based AAF heavy bombers, resuming 
the offensive after the record-breaking month 
of ninetten attacks in February.

Fortresses of the Eighth AAF also attacked 
the airfield at Chartres, France, in the after- 
noon.

The US Strategic AF in Europe announced 
that heavy bombers of the Eighth AF today 
attacked targets in Germany. Escort and sup- 
port were provided by fighters of the Bighth 
and Ninth AF and the RAF. Today’s was the 
third attack by AAF heavy bombers against 
targets in the Reich this month. 


4 March 

The German fighter and bomber base at 
Cognac, in southwestern France, was bombed 
with good results today by Liberators of the 
Eighth Air Force. Enemy localities at Berg- 
erac and other localities in southwestern 
France also were attacked by Liberators. 

Escort was provided by Thunderbolts, Mus- 
tangs and Lightnings of the Ninth Air Force. 

Fourteen enemy aircraft were shot down by 
the fighter escort, but the number destroyed 
by the bombers is not yet abailable. 

From these operations four bombers and 
five fighters are missing. 


5 March 

Very strong forces of neary bombers of the 
Eighth Air Force escorted by large forma- 
tions of AAF fighters attacked targets in the 
Berlin district oeee It was the fifth time 
within six days that heavy bombers attacked 
Nazi targets in daylight. 

During Sunday’s operations our bombers de- 
stroyed thirteen enemy aircraft. This brings 
to twenty-seven the total number of aircraft 
destroyed during Sunday’s attack. 

A later United States Strategic Air Force in 
Europe communique: 

Divisions of heavy bombers in great 
strength, escorted by very large formations 
of fighters, attacked factories, airfields and 
other military installations in the metropoli- 
tan district of Berlin today with good results.

Resistance from enemy fighters was encoun- 
tered throughout the tripe but our fighter es 
cort engaged them with great success, de- 
stroying eighty-three for a loss of eleven. 

B-17 Flying Fortresses and B-24 Liberators 
of the Eighth Air Force also destroyed a 
large number of enemy aircraft, but the total 
is impossible to ascertain at present. One di 
vision alone destroyed at least forty. 

Escort and support consisted of hundreds 
of P-51 Mustangs, P-38 Lightnings and P-47 
Thunderbolts of the Eighth Air Force and 
from the Allied Expeditionary Air Force, in- 
cluding RAF Mustangs and Ninth Air Force 
Thunderbolts and Mustangs. 

From these extensive operations sixty-eight 
bombers did not return. 


6 March 

B-17 Flying Fortresses and B-24 Liberators 
of the Eighth AF shot down ninety-three en- 
emy aircraft in their heavy attack on targets 
in the metropolitan district of Berlin on Mon- 
day. This brings to 176 the total number of 
enemy aircraft shot down in Monday's attack 

Formations of American heavy bombers at- 
tacked targets in eastern Germany. One for 
mation reported attacking a target in the Ber- 
lin district. The flight was made througb 
difficult flying conditions, with clouds often 
as high as 30,000 feet. 

A later Strategic AF communique: . 

Flying Fortresses of the Eighth Air Force 
attacked targets in eastern Germany today. 
One formation bombed targets in the Berlin 
district. “the flight was made through heavy 
clouds. 

Escort and support were provided by_very 
strong forces of Eighth and Ninth Air Force 
Lightnings, Thunderbolts and Mustangs and 
RAF, Dominion and Alijed Spitfires and Mus- 
tangs of the Allied Expeditionary Air Forces. 

Our fighters destroyed nine enemy aircraft. 
The number of fighters shot down by our 
bombers is not yet available. :

of Walawbum in an encircling movement. 

With the capture of Walawbum and Maing- 
kwan, which fell to Chinese troops late on 
March 4, a Chinese-American pincers had been 
effected around a Japanese force estimated at 
2,000 strong. Another Chinese force which 
had previously captured Nritu Ga, has 
completed the occupation and mopping up op- 
erations at Wagahtawng, surrounding an en- 
emy force at shu Ga and is advancing 
southward. 

In the Fort Hertz area a party of enemy 
troops was ambushed on Feb. 29 while moving 
north on the Myitkyina-Sumprabum road. The 
same party was ambushed the following day. 


FOURTEENTH USAF HQ., CHUNGKING 


1 March 

Liberators and Mitchells of the Fourteenth 
AAF on Feb. 29 attacked railroad yards, ware- 
houses and storage areas at Yochow, on the 
Yangtze River. Over thirty-six tons of bombs 
were dropped. Results were obscured by dense 
clouds, smoke and dust over the target. In- 
tense and accurate antirircraft fire was en- 
countered, but no —— sqpeese rose to in- 
tercept our bombers, all of which returned 
safely to base. 


2 March 

Aircraft of the Fourteenth Air Force were 
active on March 1 along the Yangtze River. 
Mitchells of the Chinese-American Wing sank 
a 300-foot river boat and strafed two other 
vessels, one of 150 and the other of 200 feet. 

Fighter-bombers sank a 160-foot motor 
launch and damaged another east of Anking. 
The formation also attacked eight Japanese 
fighters, which fled after one was damaged. 

Fighters also strafed three tugboats, two of 
which were destroyed by fire and one dam- 
aged. They also strafed large barracks in the 
area south of Tehan as well as the railway 
station and installations at Tungsu. Two large 
barracks were burned. Barracks also were 
bombed and strafed at Nanchang by fighter 
escort Mitchells. 

From these missions one of our aircraft is 
missing. 


3 March 

Mitchells of the Fourteenth Air Force on 
2 March sank a 750-ton cargo vessel near 
Monkay, French Indo-China. They attacked 
railroad shops and a coal-processing plant at 
Campha Port. An explosion and several fires 
were observed. 

American Lightnings scored direct hits on 
two railroad bridges north of Nanchang, in 
central China, In addition to the bridges, they 
also destroyed much railroad trackage. 

From these missions all our aircraft re- 
turned safely. 


5 March 
Fighter-bombers of the Fourteenth Air 
Force damaged and probably sank a 1,100-ton 
cargo vessel off Hongay in French Indo-China.

RAISE for the success of the Coast 

Guard in guarding the country’s coast- 
lines without a single important disaster 
occurring during the war was voiced this 
week by President Roosevelt. 

The President’s commendation was 
evoked after he received from Secretary 
of the Navy Knox a report by Vice Adm. 
Russell R. Waesche, Coast Guard Com- 
mandant, on two years of activities under 
the port security program. 

In a letter to Secretary 
Roosevelt stated : 

“IT have read with interest and appreciation

Small-arms fire and light anti- 
aircraft fire were encountered. 

Reports just received concern additional

Mitchells, escorted by fighters, including 
those of the Chinese-American wing, attacked 
Kiungsham airdrome on Hainan _ Island. 
Bombs were dropped among aircraft on the 
ground. From thirty to fifty enemy aircraft 
were destroyed in the air and on the ground. 
mae pilots of the Chinese-American wing 
claimed thirteen definitely destroyed and two 
damaged. American pilots accounted for four 
confirmed and two damaged. One damaged 
aircraft was claimed by a Mitchell gunner. 

Other Mitchells, escorted by Lightnings, on 

a sweep of the Yangtze River, near Shihwei- 
yao sank a river freighter. Our aircraft were 
attacked a 4 ten Japanese fighters, of which 
= definitely were downed and three dam- 
aged. 
Other Fourteenth Air Force fighters escort- 
ing Mitchells on a mission to Wuhu on the 
Yangtze were attacked by four Japanese fight- 
ers, shooting down one and damaging an- 
other. Mitchells attacked and sank a 200-foot 
tanker. 

During the night of 4-5 March Japanese air- 
craft bombed an advanced airdrome near Sui- 
chuan. No interception was effected.

In general, an en- 
listed man must be: 

(1) Unmarried and agree to remain 
unmarried during the course of instruc 
tion at the Preparatory School. It should 
be clearly understood that this agreement 
is binding for those who are successful 
in the competitive examination and are 
appointed cadets. Regular cadets are not 
permitted to marry before graduation 
from the Academy. 

(2) A high school graduate with one 
unit each in algebra and plane geometry, 
three units in English, one unit in physics 
or chemistry with laboratory and 5% 
units of optional subjects. 

(3) Physically qualified according to 
the same standards as for regular cadets. 

Applications are made to commanding 
officers.

Another outstanding development of 
the last twelve months is addition of the 
college courses to our training program. 
A network of co-operating schools over the 
country allows students with insufficient 
educational background to take concen- 
trated courses up to a maximum of five 
months. 

Establishment of the school for 
WASPs — Women Air Force Service 
Pilots—at Sweetwater, Tex., was a note- 
worthy advance in the Training Com- 





mand. Women with a minimum of 35 
hours of fiying, who can meet the physical 
requirements, are eligible for the train- 
ing. Upon graduation they are usually as- 
signed to the ferrying division of the 
Transport Command. They have the 
status of civil service employees. 

This 24-week course includes instruc- 
tion in primary, basic, and advanced 
trainers used by aviation cadets, with 
much cross-country flying. Our women 
students are now taking transition train- 
ing in certain combat types and are al- 
ready towing targets for the anti-aircraft 
artillery. 

Turning to technical training, we find 
the same trend as in flying phases—op- 
eration under simulated combat condi- 
tions as much as possible, and emphasis 
upon practice rather than theory. Avail- 
ability of equipment in increasing 
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amounts has made this possible. 

Forma! lectures have become fewer and 
fewer, and in many courses have been vir- 
tually eliminated in favor of practical 
demonstrations. More and more courses 
have been moved from classrooms to 
workshops where students are shown in- 
stead of told, and learn to do by doing. 

For instance, in the mechanics’ schools, 
the hydraulic systems formerly were ex- 
plained by means of charts and books. 
Now the students set up an entire sys- 
tem, servicing and adjusting it them- 
selves. 

Another example in this direction is the 
addition of several weeks of on-the-job 
training to many of the technical courses.

Now when a student officer graduates 
from a technical school he goes to one of 
the flying training schools to work under 
the supervision of more experienced men, 
before being assigned to an Air Force 
where he will join a tactical unit. Opera- 
tion under combat conditions is receiving 
increased emphasis. The last phase of in- 
struction in each course includes a period 
of time in the field, operating with tem- 
porary expedients of all kinds. Instead 
of lifting motors with mechanical cranes, 
for instance, the men rig up big levers of 
logs for this job. At Goldsboro, N. C., 
students destined to become engineering 
officers spend several weeks in the field 
in some courses. 

Important changes along these lines 
have been made in the radio operator-me- 
chanics’ courses. The whole method of 
examination has been revised so that in- 
stead of writing an explanation of a pro- 
dure, the student goes through the proce- 
dure under the instructors’ eyes. Instead 
of drawing a fundamental circuit with 
chalk, the instructor puts an actual cir- 
cuit before the students. 

* Availability of aircraft has made it pos- 
sible for radio students to operate the 
equipment, make maintenance checks and 
do many things they previously only 
heard about during the training period. 

Field operations, including several 
hours of operation in airplanes, occupy 
the last two weeks of our radio operator- 
mechanics’ course. A student takes some 
time to become thoroughly acquainted 
with aerial conditions and a temporary 
drop in efficiency is bound to result un- 
less he has had this experience. Now this 
ean be taken care of in training, so that 
the student graduates with that difficult 
period behind him. 

Many other changes have been made on 
the strength of experience gained in bat- 
tle. For example, our armament courses 
have been modified so that a man learns 
to handle both fighter and bombardment 
craft. Previously, the courses were spe- 
cialized. in one or the other phase, but in 
combat it was found preferable that men 








should be prepared to handle either type 
of ship. 

Modifications are continually being 
made in both flying and technical traip. 
ing. We are constantly conferring pot 
only with returning Air Forces personne] 
but with representatives of combat units, 
to determine how we can make our 
courses fit the individual even better for 
a place on the fighting front. 


Combat methods change rapidly and 
new techniques are continually being ip- 
troduced by all nations in the conflict. An 
expert of 1940 would have a great dea] 
to learn in 1943. But training methods 
have kept the pace—and more. I think I 
can safely say that pilots, bombardiers, 
navigators, gunners, and _ technicians 
graduated this year by the AAF Training 
Command are better prepared for battle, 
despite advances in combat procedure, 
than any of their predecessors.

whether certain war plants shall be main- 
tained in a stand-by condition ; the ad- 
yisability of stock-piling certain critical 
materials; insurance that research will 
continue to provide the armed forces with 
the best implements of war ; provision for 
development of such weapons; insurance 
of the continued modernization of the 

ed forces. 

orThese studies will take a long period of 
time, Mr. Wadsworth pointed out, but 
they must not be left until after the war 
to be dictated by expediency of the mo- 
ment. If the committee is set up promptly, 
he said, it will be certain to have achieved 
some results before the end of the 78th 
Congress in December and to have laid a 
ground work for further investigations 
in the 79th Congress. 

“All the services will be invited to lay 
their recommendations before the com- 
mittee,” Mr. Wadsworth told the Jour- 
waL. “We cannot evolve a plan for the 
Army alone, or for the Navy alone, or 
for the Air forces of either the Army or 
Navy alone. The whole defense forces 
present one big problem which must be 
solved with the aid of broad general 
policies.” 

The investigations of the committee 
will “draw together the best minds of 
the Army and the Navy” for the formu- 
lation of post-war policies, Mr. Wads- 
worth continued. 

He added that one of the first ques- 
tions to be solved was the size of the 
peacetime Army and Navy and Air Force, 
since many other principles will be modi- 
fied according to the decision reached 
on this point. The matter of size should 
be determined on the basis of strategical 
and similar conditions and not be varied 
from year to year according to the 
amount of appropriations, which tend to 
vary under the influence of general budge- 
tary considerations and economic condi- 
tions. 

Congressman Wadsworth, from first 
hand experience, is a firm believer in the 
necessity of long-range military planning 
on a scope that is possible only if the 
Military and Naval Committees do not 
work together with the Army and Navy 
as a unit. 

Formulation of the National Defense 
Act in 1920 found the Army without a 
plan upon which even its own leaders 
were agreed, and Chairman Wadsworth 
and other members of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee were forced to act as 
arbiters between factions in the War De- 
partment. The resulting legislation has 
in general served satisfactorily, but in 
many respects already has been thrown 
into the discard. Many of the branch 
chiefs set up by that act are on other as- 
signments, their posts to all real pur- 
poses vacated ; most of the rest are func- 
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tioning under a triumvirate—the com- 
manding generals of the Ground, Air and 
Service Forces. The elaborately planned 
Organized Reserve never was called into 
action as such. 

Few persons can be found either in the 
War Department or in Congress who do 
not plainly state that the entire Defense 
Act must be rewritten. 

The Navy is in no different case. In the 
present war, as in the first World War 
and the Spanish-American War, the bu- 
reau system has proved too unwieldy and 
has been replaced by a staff, just as in the 
two earlier conflicts. Many will oppose 
any attempts to revert to a bureau sys- 
tem again when peace comes.

cilities. 

“When the A. E. R. was organized its main 
purpose could be summed up in the slogan, 
The Army takes care of its own.’ The new 
order of the Secretary of War directing the 
A. R. to close all its sections outside of 
Army reservations seems to be an abandon- 
ment of that salutary policy, and I, for one, 
will continue to work to the end that the Red 
Cross be freed of this added responsibility so 
that it may efficiently perform its manifold 
works of mercy, charity, and service to the 
country. 

“In order that scrupulous attention may be 
given our needy soldiers and their dependents 
perplexed with so many personal problems, i 
call upon the War Department to permit the 
Army Emergency Relief to continue its fine 
work in all its functions and that all district 
offices in the Commonwealth be retained.” 

Philbin also released the text of a letter sent 
him by headquarters of the A. EB. R. in Wash- 
ington, as follows: : 

“This will acknowledge your recent letter, 
addressed to General Wilson, in which you 
express the satisfaction of the veterans’ or- 
ganizations in your congressional district 
over the past activities of the Army Emer- 
gency Relief section in Worcester, Mass. 
These words of satisfaction pertaining to the 
ane Emergency Relief are deeply appre- 
ciated. 

“Inasmuch as the Army Emergency Relief 
has just completed arrangements with the 
American Red Cross, whereby the latter 
agency will assume the primary responsibil- 
ity of a broad program of volunteer aid of 
Army personnel and their dependents, it is 
necessary that under this change of procedure 
such sections as are located in cities be closed 
and that the chapters of the Red Cross as- 
sume the functions of such sections. 

“This new arrangement with the Red Cross 
was effected in order to prevent duplication 
of effort by the Red Cross and the Army 
Emergency Relief and further in the interest 
of a conservation of Army manpower now 
used in relief work. The Red Cross has given 
every assurance that it will care for the needs 
of servicemen and their dependents, and the 
Army Emergency Relief stands ready to sup- 
plement that aid in any case where the Red 
Cross is unable, due to the provisions of its 
home-service policy, to handle a particular 


case.

WAVES Flying Pay 

Tne Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-38478) that in view of the legal 
prohibition that members of the Women’s 
Reserve of the Naval Reserve shall not be 
assigned to duty in combat aircraft, no 
flight pay can be allowed for WAVES 
who perform aerial flights in combat air- 
eraft, regardless of the nature of the 
mission, in the absence of a showing that 
proper aerial flights under orders were 
performed in other than combat aircraft.

The relations between the President 
and the Congress were slightly eased this 
week by the abandonment by a subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Agricultural Com- 
mittee of a proposal for contempt pro- 
ceedings against Jonathan Daniels, jr., 
an administrative assistant to the Presi- 
dent. The subcommittee is investigating 
the Rural Electrification Administration, 
charged with farm electrical improve- 
ment, and had heard from Administrator 
Harry Slattery that Mr. Daniels, on be- 
half of the President, had urged him to 
resign. Mr. Daniels refused to answer a 
subcommittee question as to whether the 
Slattery testimony was true or false. He 
based his refusal upon his position with 
the President, and stated that to reveal 
anything that official said to him would 
be contrary to the public interest. This 
gave the opponents of the President the 
opportunity for which they had been 
looking, and promptly the subcommittee 
gave consideration to a resolution of con- 
tempt of the Senate by Mr. Daniels, which 
that Chamber would be asked to adopt. 
The President, however, felt the issue 
was not one on which he could be adam- 
ant. Congress obviously has the power 
to compel a witness to answer questions 
relating to federal domestic activities, 
which have no relation to the war, and 
indeed the criminal code provides for the 
punishment of any person who proves re- 
ealcitrant. When the subcommittee reas- 
sembled early this week, Mr. Daniels ap- 
peared and answered the questions put 
to him. Thus the incident blew over, but 
the conclusion derived from it is that the 
Senate was prepared to act, thus in- 
dicating continuing opposition to the 
Chief Executive, and that the latter is 
holding his fire for a more important 
issue. Possibly this will develop when 
the President receives the soldier vote 
bill, which he is expected to veto. Should 
he do so and should the language he em- 
ploys be offensive, we may expect an- 
other outbreak at the Capitol. 

The relations of the President and 
Congress as described above are impor- 
tant for the effect they will have upon eco- 
nomic and financial legislation. In the 
House of Representatives, the Republi- 
cans are demanding that the Adminis- 
tration move at once in the matter of 
the extension of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. This demand was based 
upon the purpose to prevent the Demo- 
crats from charging that the continuance 
of important law for the control of prices 
and inflation was delayed as a result of 
Congressional failure to act. The law will 
expire in June, and the Republicans fa- 
vor consideration of its extension now 
in order to make changes which they feel 
experience has justified. Administrator 
Bowles of the OPA has described pub- 
licly the complicated character of the 
law, and the lack of sufficient help to 
execute it effectively. There are black 
markets in most products in the country, 
and it is Mr. Bowles’ plan to change the 
rules so that there will be a fewer num- 
ber of violators of the law to watch. 
Bothering Congress also is the public 
demand that income taxation be simpli- 
fied. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee is endeavoring to draft a simpli- 
fication bill, and hopes to complete it by 
the end of March. One of the knotty 
problems it is considering is the incor- 
poration of the victory into the regular 
income tax without losing any taxpay- 
ers. Treasury experts say this cannot be 
done. Concerning corporations is the 
failure of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to provide for postwar reserves. As 
such reserves will be necessary in order 
te assure employment, the Commitee is 
seeking a method which will insure their 
creation. 





Commission Revoked 

A Naval Reserve officer whose com- 
mission was revoked because he falsely 
stated that he was a graduate of a cer- 
tain college and presented a forged tran- 
script of his grades is not entitled to any 
pay or allowances not already received 
by him, the Comptroller General has 
stated in decision B-39671.

Merchant Marine 

Legislation designed to broaden the 
protection afforded to seamen was re- 
ported to the House this week by its Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee. 

The bill, H. R. 4163, would give author- 
ity to the War Shipping Administration 
to continue payments in compensation of 
disability for the duration of the disabil- 
ity, even though such disability may be 
life long. At present, $5,000 in a lump 
sum or $7,500 in installments is paid for 
permanent total disability. 

The bill also gives authority for the 
War Shipping Administration to waive 
collection of insurance paid on death of 
seamen where it is later found that the 
man is alive. It was pointed out that 
about $500,000 in such payments are now 
recoverable and that in some instances 
collection would be against equity and 
good conscience. 


First Victory Ship Delivered 

The first of the new Victory ships, the 
SS United Victory, was among the 134 
vessels of 1,372,864 deadweight tons de- 
livered by shipyards during February. 

February deliveries were ten greater 
than in January ; tonnage was up 168,134. 

In addition to the Victory ship there 
were also delivered 18 C-type cargo ships, 
77 Liberty ships, two concrete cargo ships, 
15 standard tankers, two naval tankers, 
two emergency tankers, three coastal 
tankers, one sea-going tug and 13 special 
craft for the armed forces. 

Meanwhile, Senator Wallgren, of 
Wash., in New York this week urged 
abandonment of the Liberty ship pro- 
gram. He stated that there were greater 
losses on the slower ships and that they 
should not be used for transports. 

Mr. John Lyle Wilson, assistant chief 
surveyor of the American Bureau of 
Shipping, also urged dropping of the Lib- 
erty ship program since it has served its 
purpose. Mr. Wilson defended the rec- 
ord of the Liberties, however, asserting 
that major failures of the vessels were 
only three per cent of the total construct- 
ed. After repair, the vessels are stronger 
than originally, he stated, since the frac- 
ture released the original stresses which 
were the result of welding and new pro- 
duction line construction. 





Army Exchange Service Plan 

The Army Exchange Service Uniform 
Plan, under which retail dealers were 
licensed to sell at low mark-up prices 
Army officer uniforms obtained from the 
Army Exchange Service, is being discon- 
tinued 20 March, according to Col. Fran- 
cis R. Kerr, Inf., Chief of the Army Ex- 
change Service. 

Retailers may continue uniform de- 
partments with material obtained from 
other than Army Exchange sources. 





Government Insurance 

Applications from Army personnel for 
National Service Life Insurance totaling 
nearly $75,000,000,000, the equivalent of 
more than half the total volume of life 
insurance in force with commercial insur- 
ance companies in the United States, had 
been approved by the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration to the end of January, 1944.

MAC Class for Officers Only 

Only commissioned officers are eligible 
to attend the classes being held at Camp 
Barkeley, Texas, which are designed to 
train officers as assistants to battalion 
surgeons, in order to relieve medical of- 
ticer assistants for assignment to other 
duties, Camp Barkeley oflicials have 
pointed out. 

In the story in the 5 Feb. issue of the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL which first de- 
scribed the inauguration of these classes 
it was stated that enlisted men with 
suitable backgrounds were eligible for 
the classes. 

“The school is solely for officers, nearly 
every one of them being Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps officers,’ the JOURNAL has 
been informed. 

“A few, selected because of particular 
professional qualifications, are attend- 
ing the school from other branches of 
the Army, but in no case is the course of 
instruction open to enlisted men,” head- 
quarters at Camp Barkeley continued.

Can’t Regulate Newsmen 

As a consequence of the recent At- 
lantic Coast Line train disaster, where 
military police acting under orders of the 
railroad authorities hampered = report- 
ers and press photographers in their at- 
tempts to “cover’ the wreck, the War De- 
partment has issued strict orders to the 
entire service to respect the “legitimate 
activities of news agencies.” 

In Cireular No. 85, issued 25 Feb., the 
department stated in paragraph 4: 

“In nearly all cases of domestic ditsurb 
ances or disasters, the events in connection 
therewith are newsworthy items which are 
normally disseminated by press, radio and 
newsreel. The public is entitled to all such 
news so long as the publication thereof will 
not adversely affect the war effort. The 
policy of the War Department is that the le- 
gitimate activities of news agencies toward 
that end are to be respected by military per- 
sonnel.”
